Argentina’s devaluation of its peso 
will have a greater effect in the Western 
Hemisphere than Britain’s devaluation of 
the pound. 


Ostensibly, of course, the former was 
precipitated by the latter. But actually, 
while devaluation by the British unde- 
niably necessitated an adjustment of Latin 
American currencies, the Peronista gov- 
ernment*has seized upon the opportunity - 
to go far beyond that actually indicated. 


Since 1946, Argentine currency—tra- 
ditionally one of the .strongest in South 
America—has been on the skids. Three 
years ago the Argentine peso had a gold 
backing of more than 100 percent. Today 
it is less than 20. Four hundred million 
dollars in gold, $800,000,000 in dollars and 
$400,000,000 in sterling and other curren- 
cies has been dissipated in military ex- 
pansion, a far-reaching public aSsistance 
program and nationalization of industry, 
the scope of which is still not generally 
realized. 

The result is that there is five times 
as much money in circulation in Argentina 
as there was 10 years ago and only a third 
as much metallic backing for it. In ad- 
dition, government indebtedness has in- 
creased tenfold in the past decade. 

Devaluation, in short, was long over- 
due. Only the stubborn refusal of the gov- 
ernment officially to admit its weakened 
financial position has stalled it off until 
now. But those who knew the real facts 
about the value of the Argentine peso 
were not fooled. For months Buenos Aires’ 
sidewalk cambios have been offering 10 
of them for a dollar despite the fact that 
the Central Bank said the peso was worth 
approximately 21 cents. It is significant 
that, when it leaped to take advantage of 


Lockwood and Carpenter 


All citizens will appreciate the resolu- 
tion by the Executive Committee of the 
Atlanta Bar Association with regard to the 
recent sordid controversy between Judge 
Robert Carpenter and John Lockwood.

the out provided by the British action, 
the Argentine Government cut the value 


of its peso—not 30 percent as did the Brit- - 


ish—but as high as 100 percent, thus set- 
ting the official rate of exchange very close 
to the figure which the so-called black 
market has been using all along. 

Unfortunately, the currencies of many 
other South American countries are more 
closely tied to the Argentine peso than to 
either the dollar or the pound. That means 
that its drastic devaluation will doubtless 
result in a deeper slashing of other Latin 
Amerigan currencies than might otherwise 
have been the case. And that, for the 
time being at any rate, means that thev 
will be buying even less U. S. goods than 
previously. 

Because of the dollar shortage, British 
manufacturers have been taking a large 
share of South America’s automobile mar- 
ket, formerly dominated by U. S. makes. 
The devaluation of the pound and the fact 
that it will now take twice as many Ar- 
gentine pesos—and will doubtless shortly 
take nearly twice as many Peruvian soles, 
Bolivian bolivars and Chilean and Uru- 
guayan pesos—-to buy a Ford, Chevrolet 
or Plymouth as it did will 
hasten the swing to British Austins, French 
Renaults and Italian Fiats. 

The devaluation of the British pound, 
inevitably followed by the devaluation of 
a great many of the satellite currencies 
of the world, will mean the loss, at least 
temporarily, of much of our export mar- 
ket. It may be that it is a sacrifice we can 
well afford to make in an effort to keep 
Great Britain a vital bulwark of de- 
mocracy. But we should do it fully ap- 
prised of the cost and warned that such 
markets, once lost, are usually difficult 
to recover.

The search for oil continues in Georgia, with the State’s newly changed Oil and Gas Commission 
standing by to provide encouragement and regulation when this new industry comes in.

Department feels reasonably sure 


there’s oil in this State. Capt. Garland Peyton, the State Geologist, and his assistant, Dr. A. S. Fur- 


cron, say the oil men just haven't begun to a 


They have been drilling oil wells in Georgia 
for the past decade. Two wells are being drilled 
now around Perry. A total of 42 wells have 
been sunk since the first one was drilled in 
Pierce County in 1938. That sounds like a lot 
of digging not to find an oil gusher. 


But, Furcron points out that more than 
300 dry wells had been dug in Mississippi 
and Alabama before either of these States 
struck oil. Florida drilled 200 wells before 
striking it rich. So 42 isn’t so many. And, 
too, Furcron reports, Georgia's well-digging 

- hasn’t been very deep, generally speaking. 
The patience of the oil seekers in Mississippi, 
Alabama and Florida paid off. Today Mis- 
sissippi has 25 oil fields; Alabama has 40 
producers, and Florida has eight. Aside 
from prosperity to private enterprise and 
jobs for the State’s citizens, oi] means a lot 
to the State government. Mississippi levies 
a small severance tax on oil, which brings 
$500,000 a month into the State treasury. 


The major oil companies of the nation share 
the opinion of the State Geology Department 
that Georgia has oil. They have 9,000,000 acres 
of land under lease across South Georgia, and 
they are holding on to it, paying the farmers 
rentals year after year while the search for oil 


continues.

The present Highway 
Director, Jim Gillis, made a model paving job 
of his county when he was head of the Depart- 
ment during the Rivers administration.

Rivers’ Lanier County 
are not among the top rankers in State funds. 
Telfair, home of the late Gov. Eugene Talmadge, 
and Henry, home of Gov. Herman Talmadge, are 


not leaders, either. Coweta County, home of Gov. — 


Arnall. ranks third in road building. However, it 
has received funds under the present Talmadge 
administration as well as under other adminis- 
trations than Arnall.

When he and his nine fought off injuries and the clawing 
strokes of one of the worst baseball jinxes in our time, my whole 
Summer was brightened.

For more than 30 years I have used considerably more 
than the national average of women in the particular line of 
business I have operated. but it has always heen a minor 


headache. 


“All too often the woman employee who is given a little 
authority tries to ‘take over the business’: if she is put in any 
Position of confidential nature she disrupts the balance of 
the force with her show of authority. 

“Bring in a woman to assist her and usually you find her 
shifting not part but all of her work. and fudging just a bit 
on her lunch hour in order to indicate her superior position. 

“Let the boss begin leaving earlier than usual or start 
taking an afternoon off and generally, a checkup will find the 

’ female mice playing somewhat more than the males. 

“Bring in a junior female of exceptional ability and ad- 
vance her in pay or position and you have trouble—even 
though you are perfectly willing to keep the older employee 
with no change in her status. Even give the junior a slight 
raise to reward her for learning the business and there is 
dissatisfaction if you don’t make the increase all the way up 
the line. 

“Try to move the woman's desk even across the office to 
make for better efficiency or to provide room for another 
employee and you have tears or pouts—she seems to think 
you are trying to ease her out. I have even had a most 
capable and valuable employee go home in a nervous tizzy 
because her desk was moved to paint the office 

“Tl am only trying to point out why women don't always 
have the security of men in business ... it’s simply because 
too many bosses have had some of the above experiences, or 
have had the little gentle blackmail practiced on them by a 
woman employee who knew too much about their personal 
lives and wouldn't observe the code of silence any man em- 
ployee would have obeyed regardless of job or pay scale. 

“lt even had to type this myself to prevent a mild tornado 
... secrets just naturally get out when women do the typing 
and filing. I love ’em, but they could get much farther in the 
business world by keeping things on a business plane and 
by leaving their jealousies and dislikes of other females for 
their social contacts. 

“After all, most businessmen pay either what the job is 

worth or what the worker de 
mands an” tries to save a little 
for old age and retirement for 
it seems that no one is thinking

Barefoot Boy’ Has Cure 
For Future Foot Troubles 


By BETSY HOPKINS 


The barefoot boy with 


‘ re ’ ‘ 
cneek of tan, in his robust, 


freckled-nose rusticity, would do well to stage a comeback. 


At least that is the surmise of 
Dr. Reuben Kessler, chiropodist 
at the Bootery on Broad Street 
who would liberate imprisoned 
feet into the blissful realms of 
toe wiggling nakedness and have 
them free even when shod. 

According to Kessler, misfitted 
shoes can cause fatigue, irritabil- 
ity, and by making a child’s feet 
weak, they pull his pelvis down 
and thus cause bad posture. 

Als» they are often responsible 
for knock-knees, enlarged joints 
and flat feet. 

“Feet should be measured both 
from the ball of the foot to the 
heel] and from the largest toe to 
the heel, and the child should 
be fitted with the largest size of 
the two,” declares the doctor. 

Kessler says that children from 
2 to 6 years of age change sizes 
every 4 to 8 weeks, those from 
6 to 10 years of age change sizes 
every 8 to 12 weeks, and 10-to-12- 
year-olds change sizes every 10 
to 16 weeks. 

“A shoe is short if the great 
toe is less than % inch from the 
end of the shoe, and it is too 
long if the great toe is less than 
%4-inch from the end of the 
shoe,” states the Bootery’s chi 
ropodist. 

“Also the shoe must be wide 
enough to allow the foot to re 
lax, and narrow enough so that 
the shoe won’t lose its supportive 
effect,” he adds. 

More than the foot is involved 
when it comes to fitting a shoe. 

If the socks are either too long 
er too short, the foot can’t be 
fitted properly. 

Parents that saddle their chil 
dren with worn-out, outgrown 
shoes, “hand-me-downs,” too big 
shoes that the kids are supposea 
to grow into, and those who 
sacrifice a proper fit on the 
block of serviceability are doing 
more than saving money, ac 
cording to Kessler. 

They are sowing the seeds for 
a lifetime of foot misery.

When a player has been for- 
tunate enough to acquire a rich 
pile, he will be in position to 
Spread a great many melds. 
Where Canastas can be com- 


pleted with natural cards, such 
course of action is clearly indi- 
cated.

You should be quick to go out 
when the opponents have spread 
three red treys and you have 
none. It is in their interest to 
continue the game, so that they 
will have an opportunity to 
draw the fourth red trey. 

On the same line of reasoning, 
where your side has three red 
treys, lean in favor of contin- 
ling the game, when a real 
loubt exists. 

As distinct from games like 
Oklahoma and Gin, there is no 
great importance attached to the 
act of going out. There is only 
a 100-point bonus for going out 
on a particular deal which does 
not weigh heavily in the scale.

Your policy in the late stage 
of the game will frequently be 
dictated by the state of the score, 
and it is good practice to make a 
rought estimate of the amount of 
your current melds to help de 
termine what the score would be 
if the game ended at any time. 

If you can so time the play 
that you will go out with a score 
of about 2,800 it is desirable to 
do so where it appears that there 
is little likelihood of your build 
ing more than one additional! 
Canasta..For if you continue to 
play and go out with a score 
of 3,100 you will need 120 for 
your initial meld on the next 
deal. Whereas, if you stay below 
3,000, you will need only 90. 
The difference between 90 and 
120 is simply enormous and it 
is worth sacrificing a probable 
Canasta to gain this advantage 
on the next deal. 

Similarly it would be poor 
policy to go out when your score 

almost but not quite 5,000. 
Stick it out for the few more 
points that will put you over the 
line. 

“Going out” is frequently done 

self-defense. Where the op.- 
ponents appear. to have the up- 
per hand and you _ evidently 
have no future, your one refuge 
may be in going out. In this 
SMuation one should follow the 
technique of the gin player and 
keep the greatest number of 
combinations that will permit 
your going out and. this even at 
the expense of deliberately giv- 
ing the enemy a Canasta or two. 

The following is an illustra- 


tion in points: 


Both sides need 120. Oppo- 
nents have not melded. Whereas 
your side has melded. 

A-A-A-Joker-A K-K-Joker-K 

Q-Q.Q. 

You hold 2-A-K-Q-3 and you 
draw a King. You may if you 
choose complete a Canasta of 
Aces by adding the Ace and the 
deuce to your meld. By then 
melding the two: Kings and the 
Queen, you may go out by dis- 
carding the 3. 

But your are advised against 
going out. There is little doubt 
that you can roll up a big score 
and seems unprobable that the 
opponents will be able to make 
their initial meld for sometime 
since you have two of the Jokers 
and five of the- Aces. 

You should not be satisfied 
with a small profit. Do not close 
up shop. Stay in business. The 
winning Canasta player gathers 
his rosebuds while he may.

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Banker Urges Public 
Support Defense Program

A strong appeal to the American public to stand behind 


military preparedness was sounded yesterday by John Sibley, 
Chairman of the Board of the Trust Company of Georgia, 


who said the “question of war or peace was the greatest 
challenge of today’s generation. 


“I know it must be dishearten 
ing to the military men who want 
to do necessary things now only to 
have the government tell them that 
the public not behind such 
things,” he asserted. 

“T tell you now that the public 
Opinion of the nation must stand 
hehind preparedness,” the Atlanta 
banker said. 

“The question of war and peace 
is the greatest problem of the pres- 
ent generation. Whether we live 
in peace or fight more wars is our 
problem today. 

“Preparedness is the guarantee 
of peace.” 

Sibley Was Speaking before some 
300 American business men and 
military men who were checking 
up on their plans as members of 
the National Defense Transporta- 
tion Association. 

The businessmen asked more 
Government dependence on the 
private enterprise and private own 
ership system in planning fo: 
transportation emergencies 

Sibley traced the history the 
U.S. defense policy from the Mon- 
roe Doctrine to the Atlantic Pact, 
which he termed a “Monroe. Doc 
trine for Europe.” 

“Russia was preparing for wat 
We were preparing,” he asserted 
“Then the weaknesses of the 
United Nation’s covenant forced 
us into the Atlantic Pact. 

“Let's take the Atlantic Pact and 
make it live Public opinion 
must be behind it.’ 

As Sibley sat down, the e 
audience at the Biltmore hotel rose 
in ovation His words followed 
those of Brig. Gen. Paul F. Yount, 
who had warned that “the next 
one—should it come—is going to 
come awtlully fast, and we won't 
have time to prepare.” 

Yount, Commander of the Army 
Transportation Corps’ largest 
single establishment, the New York 
Port of Embarkation, told the civil. 
jan transportation leaders to keep 
their businesses on sound financial 
footing, for a strong peacetime 
transportation industry was the 
backbone of preparedness. 

“In postwar II, I think you civil- 
ian leaders will find the military 
more co-operative with more tech- 
nical know-how to solve our com 
mon problems,” he said. 

The General, whose wartime as- 
signment in the China-Burma-India 
Theater included operation of the 
famed Stilwell Road, called trans- 
portation a problem of “logistics” 
and urged the railroads, shiplines, 
bus owners, truckers and airline 
men to “kick around your common 
problems for a solution.”

Ten years ago, however, 210 
deaths from ulcers were reported 
in Georgia. 

That same decrease has been 
noted nationally by statisticians of 
the Metropolitan Life Insurance 
Company, who announced the 
death rate from peptic ulcers in 
1948 was nearly 30 percent below 
the peak reached in 1935. 

The Atlanta specialist said nerv 
ous tensions, though 
probably do play some part in 
causing ulcers. 3ut he listed as 
more important factors “dietary in 
discretions and smoking.” 

He explained “dietary indiscre 
tions” as eating excess amounts of 
highly-seasoned food and drinking 
carbonated and alcoholic bever 
ages. He hastened to say eating, 
drinking and smoking habits may 
never affect many individuals, but 
they can be causative factors. 

He cited as one reason for the 
reduced death rate the improved 
methods of treatment. Advances 
in diagnosis and medical and sur 
gical treatment of the disease have 
greatiy improved the outlook fo:
